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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed on 8/27/04. Claim 1 has 
been amended and the remaining claims have been cancelled. Claim 1 is currently 
pending in the application. 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In a previous amendment, step d) of claim 1 was amended to state, "...excess 
capacity..." instead of "...access capacity...". In the Amendment filed on 8/27/04, step 
d of claim 1 has been changed again to state, "...access capacity..."; however, there is 
no indication (underlining or strike through) that indicates that step d of claim 1 was 
intended to be amended to state, "...access capacity...". It is recommended that 
"access capacity" be changed to "excess capacity". 

Also, the newly added part of step b is unclear. More specifically, in the claim 
limitation "which control message specifies a slot in a subset of the blocks of a frame for 
transmission of packets belonging to said channel that is not less than a quarter of said 
number of blocks that form said frame", it is unclear what the word "that" is referring to. 
In the previous listing of claims filed on 3/17/04 it was clear in claim 10 of this listing that 
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"the number of blocks in said subset of blocks" is what "that" in the current claim 1 is 
referring to. It is recommended that step b of claim 1 be amended to state "b) when 
said step of first ascertaining concludes that said station is in said relative silence 
period, sending a control message to said station that reduces bandwidth of said 
channel, which control message specifies a slot in a subset of the blocks of a frame for 
transmission of packets belonging to said channel, and the number of blocks in said 
subset is not less than a quarter of said number of blocks that form said frame", 
(emphasis added on the recommended change) 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Conclusion
